The standards are a gren 
chartreuse, with falls of hazelnut 
brown edged with the green stan- 
dard color, set off with a gold 
beard. This all is done in a very 
heavy substance, on well branched 
stems that are about 38 to 40 
inches in height. This blooms mid- 
season to late for us. Seven to ten 
blossoms to a stalk. The parentage 
is (Green Pastures X Melitza) X 
Appointee. With this parentage 
bringing in onco blood it would be 
well worth breeding further with a

IRIS LURE — As the name would 
have you believe, this is an iris 
that draws everyone that sees it. 
Standards and falls are a medium 
lemon yellow with a large white 
area on both. A good yellow beard 
with no haft markings. Perfect 
branching and the heaviest of sub- 
stance on stems about 40 inches in 
height. The blooming period is late 
mid-season. The parentage is Gud- 
run X Grand Marshall. One of the 

- most prolific growing iris that we 
have seen.
